On March, 27, 1942 SILVERLU'I executed an Oath of Office and Personnel 
Afficavit in which he sv/ore to support and defend the Constitution of the 
United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic5 that he would bear, true 
faith and allegiance to the sainej denied, membership in any political party or 
organization advocating the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
force or violencej and agreed that during the period of his employment hy the 
Federal Government he would not advocate nor become a member of any political 
party or organization advocating the overthrow of the Government of the United 
States by force or violohce, A Civil Service Commission form notarized on 
March 10, I942, reflects the signature »'A, G> SILVERM.'Af" and the answer “no" ■ 
to the question, "Are you a member of any Comrauuist or German Bund trganiza- 
tion or any political party or organization which advocates the overthrow of 
our constitutional form of government in the United Spates, or do you have 
membership in or any affiliation, with ar^ group, association, or organization 
which advocates, or lends support to any organization or movement advocating, 
the overthrow of our constitutional form of government in the United States?" 

In an Application and Personnel History .Statement dated March 27, 

1942, the places of birth of SILVERI-LIN and his parents, DAVID and REBECCA, 
are indicated as, Poland. His citizenship status is shown as naturalized 
citizen on June 24, 1921 in the United States District Court, Boston, Massachusetts, 
Certificate #1593507. His wife, S;Jl.JH SLEPI.AI SILVERJ.T.IN, was employed by the 
District of Columbia Public Assistance Division,

A Civil Service Commission form notarized on 
March 10, I942, reflects the signature "A., G. SILVERl-L'iN" and the answer ’'no" 
to the question, ";j:e you a member of ary Communist or German Bund irganiza- 
tion or any political party or organization which advocates the overthrow of 
our constitutional form of government in the United States, or do you have 
membership in or any affiliation with any group, association, or organization 
.which advocates, or lends support to any organization or movement advocating, 
the 'Overthrow of our constitutional form of government in the United States-?”

1942, the places of birth of SILVERMAN and his parents, DAVID and REBECCA, 
are indicated as Poland. His citizenship status is shown as naturalized 
citizen on June 24, 1921 in the United States District Court, Boston, Massachusetts, 
Certificate 1593507. His wife, S.1R;JI SLBPIAN SJLVERM.'JJ, was employed by the 
District of Columbia Public Assistance Division.
